poutlout of the Massachusetts Ploughman 
auuifl up tho diiToroueo between farming in 
the East nml AVeat 03 follows: 


Tho Western farmer, on his cheap but 


fertile lands, will raise wheat ami coru,boof, 
and pork mid fi-uit, with loss capital and 
less cost of labor than you can in New Eng- 
land, 
liut the "Western farmer has a grout 


many trials and drawbacks. He is often 
remote from all the comforts of civilized 
life. In a country that .is sparsely popu- 
lated, he is sometimes without a market for 
his produce, lie at times struggles with 
poverty aud sickness, nud his family aro 
sometimes beyond the reach of schools and 
churches. There 
are 
many exceptional 


cases. I have known com consumed for 
fuel. 
I have inysslf seen a wheat crop en 


tiroly consumed by the cost of threshing it. 
I have known oorn abandoned to the tenant 
because its value iu market was not equal to 
tho cost of transportation. 
I have Boen 


whole fields of com 
nnd wheat standing 


through tho Winter unliarvcnted, either be- 
cause its value was not equal to tho cost of 
harvesting or because of .sickness or im- 
possibility of procuring labor. 


On the other hand I have known cases 


where the net profits of tho first crop of 
wheat paid tho purchase money of the land. 
I have again seen wheat sell for thtmty five 
cents a bushel, and flour for throo dollars 
per barrel, aud cured bacou in tho bauds of 
the merchant at two and a half cents per 
pound. Of course the producer lost his 
labor. Again I have known wheat produced 
at tho rate of thirty bushels to tho acre, sell- 
ing at a net profit of two dollars tho bushel. 
Many a poor fanner, on the contrary I have 
known to bo sold out uuder a mortgage fore- 
closure for purchase money, and I have seem 
the largest farmer in-the Western states go 
into bankruptcy. These are some of the ex- 
ceptions, but there is no sort of doubt that 
the fluctuations of fortune ara much greater 
among tho farming population of tho West 
than nnioug the same clasy in Now England. 


HAHVESTIJTO POTATOES.—As soon aa pota- 


toes are grown and ripe, they had better bo 
dug, 
whatever the timo of year. 
It is 


thought by many that potatoes will not keep 
well in tho cellar if dug early. This is a 
rnistokoj provided they are ripe. 
We have 


raised early potatoes for several years past 
for a main crop, f because they could be 
harvested early, uud tho ground sown to 
grass in season to get well established before 
Winter. Wo have dug tho whole crop in 
August and found no trouble about keeping 
them well in the cellar. 
One year, finding 


they wore being seriously injured by tho 
grub of the dor beetle, we dug them while 
the vinos were green mid tho tubers a little 
under ripo, and they kept us sound and 
bright as nny potatoes we over harvested. 
If there is any rot among them, they had 
better lie in tho ground till the rot ton ones 
can be distinguished from those which are 
sound.—[New England Farmer. 


Nuw Yom: NKivsrAPEns.—The mortality 


of newspapers in the metropolis is quite Jap- 
palling to contemplate. 
"Within these" '10 


years pnst, 11 ~» dailies have begun their 
hopeless life and perished; sinking millions 
of dollars, and making, with few exceptions, 
little mark even in their segment of the ago. 
OiiJy 18 dailies have stood the brunt of time, 
and a few of thcso have no likelihood of 
long life. 
Now more than ever it is hard to 


push a journal into popularity and profit, 
the running expenses have multiplied so 
tremendously. 
1'ow, probably, have any 


idea how much it costs to run a lending 
journal. The Boston Times writer says that 
"the Herald disburses on an average Sii.'JOO 
a day or $17,000 a week—equivalent to 
$912,500 a year. The Tribune's daily ex- 
penses aro about $i;!00 a day; tho Times's 
nearly tho same, and the World's hardly half 
the 
sum because it has not money to Iny 


out." 
So that the Essex general and tho ad- 


ministration probably have no selfish, sor- 
did, rosoato hopes of making money; but 
invest in tho Republic simply for tho good 
of the country, to insure the promulgation 
of good doctrine, especially sound financial 
doctrine.
